City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits.

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  the  above  described 
alley  and  have  no  objection  to  the  vacation,  providing  the  12 
feet,  now  established  as  an  alley  easement,  is  retained  as  a 
utility  easement,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  At  the  present  time,  the  alley  is  unimproved,  and  as 
such,  serves  no  useful  purpose  as  an  alley. 

2.  There  is  an  electrical  pole  line  now  in  existance  in 
the  alley  which  would  necessitate  retaining  the  alley  as  an 
easement . 

3.  The  only  lot  in  the  block  which  could  benefit  from 
the  use  of  this  alley  would  be  Lot  #309,  which  is  presently 
undeveloped  and  probably  would  need  access  to  the  rear  of  the 
lot  for  a garage  since  the  lot  is  only  40  feet  in  width  and 

a side  drive  would  not  be  practical.  However,  the  balance 
of  the  lots  in  the  block  would  stand  to  benefit  from  the  va- 
cation of  the  above  described  alley,  consequently,  the  major- 
ity of  lot  owners,  Ln  the  block  affected,  would  benefit  by 
this  vacation.
